of nctual revenue during the year have been |

$008,202°00, although other payments into
the treasury bhave been made 10 the amount
of $216,388°66, which, with the bulance in
bank December 1, 1866, make a total of
$070,402°28, The amount received from all
eources of actual revenue for the fscal yewr
should renlly be stated at $449,421°74, the dis-
crepancy being caused b{ the payment of the
tax on the capiial stock of certain railronds of
$61,219'64 in November, 1865, in advance of the
time whep a;nblu. which was January, 1868,
1t properly belonged to the recelpts of the last
fiscal year, but went Into the account of the
year before. The actual disbursements of the
yeir have becn $610,336'52: showing an actual
deficiency between the recelpts and expendi-
tores on the State accoun! proper of $169,914-79,
This bas been met by the payment of certain
sum# to the State, but it i8 no less a de-
ficlency. Shonld appropriaticng of a simliar
tharacter be made to those of last yeur, there
must and should be some plan devised, elther
by taxation or otherwiee, to meet the linbilities
Tg\‘l‘s created.

Itisesidmated that for che pre-
sent year the support of the Executive, Legts-
lative, and Judicial branches of the Goyverp-
ment, the public printing, Lonatic Asylam,
Btate Prison, Ueologicel Survey, I'tansportation,
criminal costs and olher expenses pertaining to
the civil service, with the extraordinary appro-

rintions before referred to, will require

600,000, and the eslimatea revenues of the
Btate are given ai $450,000, A State tax of
$60,000 will thus be required to meet the defl-
clency.
